Madrid, December 21. 


HE roth Inftant being ‘tie King’s Birth- 
day, on which he entred into the 24th 
Year of his Age. was cclebraied at 
Court with great Rejoycings: On that 
Occafion there were Courfes at Heads, 
in the Square of Priora, with the Lance, the Javelin, 
and the Sword; His Majefty himfelf perform’d 
thofe Courfes, as did the Duke of Medina Sidonia, 
the Conftable of Caftile, the Conde d’Aguilar, the 
Duke d’Havre, the Duke de Popoli, the Condes de 
Pingo and de Montenuevo, the Marquis de Lanza- 


rote, Don Luis Gaetan d’Arragon, Don Galpar Gi- 


ron, Don Fernando Caraccioli, Don Juan Idiaquez, 


and the Marquis de Gabaret. A few Days agoa 


new Decree was publith’d, for explaining thofe con- 
cerning the reuniting to the Crown the alienated 
Revenues, among which fome are become heredi- 
tary Offices, particularly the Sur-Intendancy of the 
Pofts poffefs’d by the Conde d’Onnate ; bur tho’ 
that Office, with the great Income arifing by it, be 
refum'd by the forefaid Decrees, that Conde will 
be permitted to enjoy it for fome Time. Thofe 
who are poffefs’d of other Offices granted to them 
from the Crown, are oblig’d to give in (with their 
Claims or Titles) an exact Account of the Profits 
they ufually receive by them: And the Number is 
great of thofe who by this Reform will lofe the 
beft Part of their Eftares. Recruits are levying in 
the feveral Provinces that are under the Obedience 
of King Philip, and are all to be ready in the Month 
of February. Don Antonio dela Vega y Azevedo 
is made Governour of Alcantara: In that Place 
were. found 1000 Quintals of Powder, 2000 Quin- 
tals of Mufquet-balls, 38 Cannon, Brafs and Iron, 
and a great Convoy of Provifions which arriv’d 2 
Days before the Town was furpriz’d and taken by 
Scalado. ’Tis advis’d, that Major-General Mahoni 
has oblig’d the Inhabjcants of Cartagena to pay 
1500 Piftoles for Contributions, and that he has 
refus'd to give Leave to go out to feveral Perfons 
who defir'd ir. 

Warfaw, Dec. 14. Several Senators are come. hi- 
ther, and are ata Lofs what Courfe they had beft 
take fince King Auguftus has made Peace with the 
King of Sweden, and has renounc'd the Crown in 
favour of King Staniflaus. This Proceeding has en- 
rag'd the Poles againft the Saxons, and ‘tis advis’d 
that the Inhabirants of Podlachia treat them as Ene- 
mies, having kill’d feveral of them. M. Noftiza 
Saxon Licutenant Collonel who was raifing Contri- 
butions in the Neighbourhood of Breffice, caus’d a 
Commiffary of the Army of Lithuania, who would 
have hindred him from levying thofe Contributions, 
to be fiez’d and confin'd; on Advice of which 8 
Troops of Lithuaniais came and fell upon him, put 
him to the Rotit, purfued him above 4 Leagues, 
kill’d and wounded feveral of his Men, and took 


Priforers a Cornet and 15 Troopers. They wrice 
from: Lemberg, thatthe great General of the Crown 
he* tent Oider to she Troops under his Command to 
Graw toge:her ; that he has had a Conference with 
the Mutcovite Generals Scheremetcff, Wolowin, ang 
Dolhonig, who afterwards went to Prince Menzi- 
koff at Zolkieu, and to whom M. Smigielski de- 
liver'd, the 14th of this Month, M. Potocki Way wod 
of Kiow and M. Tarlo chief Cook of the Crown, 
which be took from a Guard of Saxons that was 
conducting them to Saxony; and that 5000 dd4u{- 
covites were march’d towards Pucutia, to lay wafte 
the Lands of the faid Waywod of Kiow and of 
other Pariifans of the King of Sweden. The Mut- 
covites put Troops into Lemberg, Lublin and other 
Places of this Kingdom, and ‘tis romour’d the Czar 
will ceme to take upon him the Command of his 
Armies, and to make a new Alliance with thofe of 
the Republick that are againft King Staniflaus, in 
order to which ’tis faid the Primace of the Kingdom 
is to fummon a general Convocation of the Mem- 
bers of the Republick. 

Hamburg, Ten. 4 Mr. Poultney, the Queen of 
England’s Envoy extraordinary to the Court of Den- 
mark, is gone from hence to Copenbagen. Lieute- 
nant General Bannier died at Slefwich the 29th of 
laft Month. ’Tis advis'd by Letters from Saxony, 
thacthe Day King Auguftus fer out from Leipfich 


for Drefden, be was all the Morning in Conference — 


with the King of Sweden at Alt-Ranftad; they 
din’d together at one Table, and the Swedith and 
Saxon Generals and Minifters at two other Tables ; 
their Majefty’s renew'd their Profeffions of mutual 
Friendthip, with each a Glafs in his Hand ; and after 
a fecret Conference, King Auguftus purfued his 
Journey te Dretden. They write from Berlin, thar 
the Archbifhop of Gnefna Primate of Poland, has 


written to M. Presbendowski great Treafurer of that ~ 


Crown, to invite him to return to Poland, to affift 
at a great Council chat is to be held upon the prefent 
Conjunfture of the Affairs of that Kingdom, moft 
of the Senators being averfe to acknowledge King 
Staniflaus. ’Tis reported (on what Grounds we

His Majefty will thortly nominate the Majors Gene- 
ral and Brigadiers, which: in. all likelihood will be

Breft, Jan. 4. Yefterday 4 Men of War, having 
on board a great Quantity of Ammunition and Arms, 
fail’d from hence for Bayone. The ficting out of 
the other Ships of War here, at Port Louis, and at 
Rochelle, goes on with all Diligence. The Admiral 
d’Brrees and M. du Caffe are expected here by the 
Beginning of next Month, to pur to Sea with them. 

Pars, Jan. 10. The 8th Inftant at a Quarter paft 
7 in the Morning, the Dutchefs of Burgundy was 
happily brought to bed of a Prince. The King 
immediately put the Ribbon of the Order of the 
Holy Ghoft about his Neck, and faid Duke of Bri- 
sany I make thee Knight, &c, The young Prince 
feems to be ftrong, and the Dutchefs is as well as 
could be hop’d. There is great Joy ac Court for the 
Birth of this Prince. The King has been compli- 
mented upon it by the Court of Sx. Germains, the 
forreign Ambaffadors, &c. That Day and Yefter-
